Albany, X. Y. ,May 
15—Adjutant 


General Edward 
Hoffman 
drooped 


dead this atfernoon while in consulta- 
tion wth General Roe! Adjutant Hoff- 
man was in charge of militia under 
General Roa and has been under in- 
tense excitement. 


Albany, N. Y., May 15—The entire 


second New York regiment, Colonel 
Lloyd of Troy commanding, including 


1000 men from Troy, Coh'ocs, Hoosiek 
Falls, Schenectady and Saratoga, were 
ordered to report in this city this 
morning, 
This makes the total mili- 


tary strength at present here 2200. 


The first detachment 'of .the 23rd in- 


fantry arrived 
at 7.45 o'clock this 


morning, and the opening- part of this 
great industrial struggle came near 
being a tragedy. Just after the train 
had 
crossed the New" York 
Central 


bridg-e spanning the Hudson river, it 
struck a misplaced switch; The power 
ful <mogul engine drawirig it jumped 
the track end -went tumbling- over on 
its side. 
None of the cars left the 


track but they were given a jolt that 
shook every man in the train. 
There were 400 in the 
detachment. 


Under Lieutenant Colonel Brady they 
marched away to the armory of the 
TerJth battalion to breakfast. 


The first effort of the Traction com-

CHINA'S RESPONSE 


Will Pay $10,000,000 a Year In Set- 


tlement of Indemnity Claim* 


Washington, 
May 16.— -A cablegram 


from Mr. Rockhll!, our special commis- 
sioner at Peklii, received at the state 
department yesterday, mentions the re- 
gaipt by tlse ministers of the response 
of the Chinese envoys to the ministers' 
demands for Indemnity. The dispatch 
indicates briefly that the Chinese repre- 
sent that an annual payment of ?10,000,- 
000 is the full extent of their power to 
pay on the indemnity account It will 
take 30 years to discharge the debt at 
that rate, without interest. 


Mr. Eockhill makes no mention of the 


subject of interest, nor does he touch 
upon the means by which the money is) 
to be raised by China, or say who is to 
guarantee a loan necessary to be made. 


It appears thut the Chinese feel them- 


selves obliged to submit to the powers 
in this qiiestiou of indemnity, as in all 
other things, and, though realizing their 
own inability to assume this indebted- 
ness of 450,000,000 taels, they feel 
obliged to make the effort. 


Mr. Rockhill has been Instructed to 


continue his efforts to secure an abate- 
ment of the total indemnity, but in the 
present disposition of the powers little 
hope of success is entertained. 


Germany la Pleased

SPREAD OFSMALLPOX 


Due to Unusual Number of Immigrants 


Afflicted With the Disease 


Kew York, May 15.—Dr. Alvah H. 


Doty, the health officer of the port of 
New York, gave to the Associated Press 
last night at quarantine the follow- 
ing statement: 


"The constantly recurring reports of 


cases of smallpox on board incoming 
steamers and the detention of immi- 
grants at quarantine shows a serious 
condition existing abroad. 
As all of 


the cases come, on steamers arriving 
from Naples, that port is known to be 
seriously infected. 
A large number of 


eteamers with full steerages having ar- 
rived here with smallpox on board, it 
became apparent that great precautions 
must be taken at quarantine. 


"The intending passengers before em- 


barkation should be closely inspected 
by agents of our federal government, 
and all those who have been in contace 
with, cases of smallpox or those who 
Lave' stopped at infected or suspected 
lodging houses should be debarred until 
after there is no further danger of then 
contracting the disease.

Creighton had been arrested at Blanch- 
tird on susplcton of being a member ol 
the party of four men who had been 
mentioned in- connection with the af- 
fair, it was though tbe mysterious pad 
of the tragic affair was to be quickly 
cleared up, but from later developments 
it sc-ems the officers do not attach auy 
special importance 
to the capture 


Creighton is held at the jail at Dover, 
aud tbe officials are scouring the entire 
county in search of the other members 
of the party, but the air is full of ru- 
mors which lead to the belief that the 
next arrest made may be in an unex- 
pected quarter. 
It 5s known that sev- 


eral persons living in the vicinity df tht 
scene of tbe tragedy have been closely 
questioned by the officers, and the ac- 
tions and movements of others are being 
closely followed. 


The belief that the motive of the mur- 


derer or murderers was not robbery waa

strengthened

when, in searching the rains of the 
house, a gold watch and a quantity ol 
silver coin was found. The belief thai 
the four men who held up the Willi> 
mantle stage might have been responsi- 
ble for the murder is by no means so 
general as it was Monday.

The president, Uie members of the cab- 
inet, Mayor Phelan aud the reception 
committee were then taken by special 
Train to the Third and Townsend street 
station, where the military and naval/ 
esrnr* was waiting. 


When the clanging of the engine bell 


cnnotinced that the train was approach- 
ing there was a terrible dm. The 
whistles of the factories and machine 
shops of the neighborhood were turned 
loose, bells of the yard engines were 
rung and thousands of voices joined in 
the noisy welcome to the city's guests. 


A fe-,v minutes after the train arrived 


the procession was formed and the 
march up Tlilrd street was begun. lu 
the reur of thp platoon of mounted po- 
lice and a battalion of patrolmen, came 
Grand Marshal Wai-field and his a^des. 
Behind them were swung into line troop 
A, the special escort of the president, 
closely followed by the veteran guard of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, who 
acted as a guard of honor for the battle 
flags of the president's regiment. 


As the carriage was drawn out to the 


street and turned iu line with the proces- 
sion, cheer after cheer rose from the 
multitude, which was re-echoed along 
the thoroughfares. 


After the president's carriage came

Ohio and staff and the Ohio congres- 
sional delegation.

carriages was followed by 4000 troops of 
infantry, artillery and cavalry froro the 
presidio/led by General Shaftei\ and 
1000 marines and sailors from tbe battle- 
eJiips Iowa, Philadelphia and Wiscon- 
sin, under command of Admiral Casey.

emerged from the depot the cheering 
was intense, but as the long procession 
got under way its force seemed to ba 
redoubled, and block after block was 
filled with a surging mass that broke 
forth into a vociferous proclamation of 
welcome.

been told, everybody is more or less 
desirous of knowing more about the 
thief. Curiosity is keenest over his 
Identity, and it is now said that his 
name is Adam Worth. 


i The man was born in Jvew York of 
•parents of German descent 58 years 
«go, says the New York Sun. His 
father was a laboring man and was 
able to give his son a common school 
education." The boy was extremely 
(bright, wonderfully shrewd, but no 
student Study was the most irksome 
Avork he knew, and as soon as he could 
'break away from school under the pre- 
tense of going to work he did so. But 
,work, manual labor, was no more to 
his liking than mental labor. 
His 


father and mother were industrious 
and nobody ever questioned the bon- 
e-sty of either But the young man 
,was hardly more than 19 before be be- 
came known to the police as one of the 
most skillful pickpockets In New York. 
JEte was arrested on several occasions, 
ibut the police were never able to ad- 
duce satisfactory proof of his guilt. 
In the picking of pockets the young 
jman's 
acquaintance 
among 
crimi- 


jnals widened, and it was not long be- 
'fore his attainments were appreciated 
by that old time sneak thief, "Troy" 
Dennis, who invited him cq go into 
partnership, 
v 


The two worked together until Den- 


nis was killed one night coming out of 
a house he had robbed. On that occa- 
sion the Gainsborough thief was the 
(lookout Dennis had made h!s way into 
Ithe house of a wealthy New Yorker 
living not naaay blocks north of Forty- 
second street and a few doors west of 
Fifth avenue. Entrance to the house 
was gained by climbing to the lintel of 
a door and from there through a sec- 
ond story window. In returning with 
his plunder Dennis mads a slip in de- 
scending from the window to the lintel, 
fell two stories to the areaway below 
and was Instantly killed. When the 
police found him, neither burglar's 
tools nor plunder was found on him. 
The patrolmen were at a loss to know 
why Dennis had wandered into the lo- 
cality where he was found. Years nft- 
er it was learned that the young look- 
out, finding that his partner had been 
killed and knowing that neither plun- 
der nor tools would again be of use to 
him, took both from the body and made 
off. 


As a sneak thief and "second story 


man" the young man met with varying 
fortunes for two or three years, but the 
work was not altogether to his liking. 
He felt that he was capable of greater 
things. He was ambitious and wanted 
to tise In the calling be had chosen. 
And he was not the only one who 
thought he might be in better business, 
better being used in the sense that 
higher class criminals use it in speak 
ing of those in a lower class. There 
was at that time in New York a gang of 
bank sneak thieves which bad operated 
with a fair degree of success for some 
time. The leader <rf this gang had no- 
iticed that "Troy" Dennis' lookout kept 
Bon.

TOrning trk-i.s, and didn't get caught at 
them. He coaeluded that he iieeded 
Just such a man in his gang and Invit- 
ed the young fellow to join. The invi- 
tation was accepted, and the young 
chap had not been with the gang long 
before every member of it, as well as 
the police, realized that he was the 
brains of the outfit. 


The police came to know that it was 


this young fellow, not quite 23 yeara 
old, who was picking out the banks 
tn be robbed after the bank sneak 
method, laid all the plans for the exe- 
cution and then saw to it that they 
were carried through. 


In 1889 or 1870 this gang, under the 


direction 
of Its youngest member, 


robbed one of the banks in the Wall 
street district in broad daylight of 
something like §150,000 in cash and 
securities. The Third National bank 
of Baltimore was also successfully 
robbed. 


Not many years after this a bank in 


'•New England was robbed of nearly 
,$300,000 .in money and securities. 
Chief Byrnes became satisfied that 
,tbere was just one crook in the coun- 
|try who was capable of pulling it off. 
Ulter the robbery be came to New 
[York and was seen by some of Byrnes* 
;men. They located his lodgings and 
(arranged to arrest Mm on suspicion. 
i"\Vhen tlie detectives went there to 
'make the arrest, the man they were 
Infter was comfortably journeying to 
Chicago in a Wagner drawing room car 
lover the New York Central. He ar- 
rived in Chicago in due time, but kept 
ivery much under cover. His presence 
'in the western metropolis was known 
to a few of the biggest gamblers, and 
they saw to it that he was kept out oi 
sight of thCjpolice. It was while he 
was in Chicago that he was enabled to 
do the great favor for the man who, 
years after, ransomed him in Constan- 
tinople, arranged the return of the 
Gainsborough portrait and pnt into the 
thief's hands a small fortune. 


It so happened that the gambler and 


the bank burglar met one night In one 
of the largest gambling houses In Chi- 
cago. Both began to play at faro, 
The gambler couldn't win a bet. The 
burglar was the luckiest man in the 
room. Just as the day was dawning 
the two left the house together. Tha 
gambler was broke, while the burglar 
had about $3,700. The tburglar sug- 
gested breakfast. 


"How the 
am I going to eat any 


breakfast?" Inquired the gambler. "I 
haven't the price of a morning paper. 
But if this fine weather continues I'll 
tlo very well on sunshine and fresh 
air." 
The burglar told the gambler 


that the price cf a breakfast -needn't 
worry him, and the gambler ate at the 
burglar's expense. 
While they were 


breakfasting the burglar said: "I've got 
plenty of money, plenty even if I had 
cot won last night 
Here's $1,000 


which I want you to take." The gam- 
bler protested that he didn't want ci- 
ther a gift or a loan, but the burglar 
finally said, "I want you to take the 
money because I not only hope that It 
will bring you luck, but I hope that I 
will get luck by giving it to you." 


That settled the question, and the 


money changed hands. Not long after 
that the burglar concluded that, all 
things considered, 1t would bp safer 
for him to make a long visit to Europe, 
and so, in spite of tho fact that Byrnes 
and hie men were on the lookout for 
him, 
he came back to New York, took 


passage for Liverpool and sailed away. 
From that day to this he has made 
London his home and has been back 
to New York only for brief visits. 


The man arrived in London in due 


time and was not long In finding thfre 
some of his old pals in New York. 
There was "Dutch" Becker, now in 
San Quentin prison In California, re- 
garded by no less persons than William 
A. and Robert A. Pinkerton and the 
United 
tates secret service men as 


being b: ill odds the most skillful liv- 
ing forger, and Joe Chapman and Car- 
los Suskovitch and Adam Worth and 
James Wilmot and Joe Elliott and his 
brother. 
Wherever Becker was In 


those days there had to be some forg- 
ing going on. He didn't know any oth- 
er game well, and he insisted that it be 
did anything at all he must do it la cor- 
rect fashion. But Btcker was not a 
good major general. He could make 
spurious paper and forge anything and 
everything better Uuui any moo living, 
but he

The newly arrived American was 


just the man- Bo< ';er and the rest of 
the gang needed 
In their business. 


Becker made overtures which were ac- 
cepted, but when the new arrival join- 
ed the outfit Becker was no longer the 
leader. The new man was regarded as 
being his superior in every way ex- 
cept in the mere business of forging, 
and he at once became the bosa. Many 
forgeries were planned and success- 
fully carried out. It is said taat the* 
gang got together something over half 
a million dollars. It Is also said that 
never did oce of them serve more than 
a few days in prison and few were 
ever caught while they worked under 
this man's leadership. 


After his arreat in Constantinople in 


the autumn of 1897, and after his liber- 
ation from prison by two Greeks and 
two 
Italians, 
which 
liberation he 


planned entirely himself, this man has 
kept aloof, generally speaking, from 
criminals, and he has been trying to 
make a more or less honest living. 
This new life was taken up not so 
much for himself as on account of his 
wife and children. He has one son 
and three daughters. The son is in 
one of the most famous of Eugland's 
public schools and the daughters ar* 
in a convent in Paris. Their mother in 
an English woman, the daughter of a 
well to do London merchant, and said 
to be more than ordinarily good look- 
ing. 
She is a woman of education and 


refinement. The es-burglar met and 
married her a few years after he took 
up his residence in London. It was a 
love match pare and simple, and the 
man's friends in New York believe that 
the wife knows something if not all 
ot her husband's career. 


After his marriage this man who had 


hated books so much as a lad sud- 
denly became very fond of them. He 
expressed a desire to know some of 
the things that educated men know, 
and he became a great reader. The 
best authors were what he was after 
and it is said that few everyday men, 
BO to put It, are as well read as he. In 
the course of his reading he became 
Interested in art and became a great 
student of Ruskin. From Ruskin be 
turned to other writers on art, and one 
who knows him well said recently that 
he is known, by face if not by name, 
to the art dealers of London as one of 
the best judges of art In the English 
capital. He was not. however, very 
keen on art when he stole the Gains- 
borough picture. 


The theft was just the inspiration of 


a long headed crook. Since he retired 
from active crookedness, however, he 
Las made considerable money buying 
and selling pictures. It has been his 
habit for years whenever he could find 
a good picture that be could get for a 
short price to buy It and hold it until 
the price grew longer. He is also an 
expert on the values of precious stones. 
He buys them cut or uncut, just as the 
bargain offers, and sells them to the 
best advantage he can. One of his 
particular friends.Js; perhaps the lar- 
gest dealer in precious stones in Paris 
except the house of Tiffany. This deal- 
er has so great confidence in the man's 
Judgment of stones that the ex-burglar 
has a standing commission as a pur- 
chasing agent The dealer is also will- 
Ing to let the man have any reasonable 
amount of jewels on consignment with 
no money paid down. And, added to all 
his other-aecompltfefimcnts,'this sneak 
thief, burglar, forger, capitalist and 
art connoisseur is a more than ordina- 
rily skillful chemist His chemistry be 
picked up when he was the leader of 
the forgers' gang.

Operator* Who Talk In Thousands.

of the great panic in Wall street on the 
recent memorable blact Thursday, says 
the New York Tribune: 


Around tbe table at the Waldorf-As- 


toria Thursday evening were gathered 
John W. Gates, A. A. Housnmn, John 
H. Davis and some other heavy opera- 
tors in the market. Tbe violent break 
In prices was the subject under discus- 
sion, and Russell Sage came in for 
some criticism. Mr. Sago has recently 
given out several Interviews, saying 
the market was too high, and some 
think that to a certain extent he was to 
blame for the break. "I tell you what 
let us do," said one of the party. "Let 
us make old Sage a 'sporty' offer for 30 
shares of Missouri Pacific to be called 
in five months at 105. Lei's offer 2 per 
cent for the call." The others thought 
a minute, smd one of the party said: 
"Well, that's all right. I will go in for 
ten shares." 
Another spoke up and 


said, "I will take ten." The man who 
made the original proposition said, 
"Well, count me in for another ten." A 
bystander who heard this conversation 
said in a disgusted way, "I thought 
those fellows were big operators, but 
here they are haggling over ten share 
lots." 
One of the initiated said con- 


temptuously: "You don't know their 
game. When they say 30 shares, they 
mean 30,000. That is a call on 30,000 
shares, and I guess that is 'sporty* 
enough." The one who had comment- 
ed said, "Oh!" and walked off. 


There is a man at the Waldorf-As- 


toria who is interested in several large 
farms out west. He had never specu- 
lated in the market, but he came here 
for a vacation. The fever of specu- 
lation was in the air, and he heard of 
stock gambles on all sides. Finally he 
thought he would try his hand, and, 
meeting a man from the northwest 
with whom he was on intimate terms, 
he asked his advice. Whether the sec- 
ond man had any actual knowledge of 
what was to come or whether he struck 
it by accident is not known, but be 
said to his friend, "Why don't you buy 
some Northern Pacific?" The novice 
said, "How much will it cost me?" 
His friend said, "Well, I would put up 
20 points margin just for safety's 
sake." The amateur speculator count- 
ed his ready cash and found he had 
about $14,000. He went into a broker's 
oHice and said, "Buy me all the North- 
ern Pacific that will carry at 20 points 
margin." He secured 700 shares. The 
nest morning he was eating his break- 
fast in the cafe when his broker rush- 
ed in, wild eyed, and said: "Northern 
Pacific is selling at 250, What shall I 
do?" The man was dazed, but he re- 
alized what it meant and yelled, "Sell 
It!" The broker dashed buck into the 
office, and the man, disregarding his 
breakfast, followed him. When they 
got there, the stock had touched 1,000. 
"Let her go!" screamed the amateur, 
and the stock was offered, but by that 
ffme the price had dropped to 700, and 
at that figure he sold out. When he 
realized what he had netted, he walk- 
ed back to the cafe, looked at his 
breakfast, now cold, and finally said, 
"Well, I never!'1 And a man who had 
overheard the remark and knew of the 
transaction said bluntly, "1 don't think 
anybody else ever did either!" 


"A great deal of the panic of Thurs- 


day might have been averted," said a 
member of the firm of Talbot J. Taylor 
& Co. the other day, "if it had not been, 
for the number of unseasoned brokers 
on the floor. I watched them, and at 
the height of the excitement some of 
the young men lost their heads entire- 
ly. 
They were throwing away their 


stocks like rubbish and going crazy be- 
cause they could not get rid of thorn 
faster.

Many of them 
stood holding on to the younger men 
with both arms trying to keep them 
cool, but to no avail. Whatever may 
have been the causes of the panic, it 
was to a great extent augmented by 
the Inexperienced losing their heads."

RICHEST IN GOLD HOLDINGS. 


t'ultrd State* TrenHurcr Roberts Say* 


tlie Treasury Haw $500,352,528. 


The United States treasury today 


holds the sum of $500,552,520 in gross 
gold, said Ellis H. Roberts, United 
States treasurer, to the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Jour- 
nal recently. This is the largest holil- 
ing of gold in the history of the treas- 
ury, despite the fact that about $0,000,- 
000 in gold has recently been paid out 
in bond purchases. Every -3ay adds to 
the sum oi gold now iu the treasury. 


This sum of gold in the treasury of 


tho United Stutcs is divided, $150,000,- 
000 of the reserve fund for tlie redemp- 
tion of the United States and treasury 
notes and $2S3,000,OOU for the redemp- 
tion of gold certificates, rcsiduaries and 
the general fund. This gold has come 
into the treasury through the normal 
receipts of the government from cus- 
toms. Internal revenue and miscella- 
neous receipts. 


The bullion which has come from 


Alaska and the Klondike generally and 
gold imported from Australia figure in 
the general result ancl indicate the 
sources of supply. The consequence is 
that the treusnry holds not a very large 
volume in paper money of any kind 
other than gold notes and certificates. 


There is only about .$10,000,000 in 


United States cotes and $3,000,000 IE 
silver certificoteg.

•who spent a month at St Helena and 
often visited and talked with the Boer 
prisoners, contributes to The Nine- 
teenth Century and After a timely 
study of the exiles. ID describing them 
she adopts the method of quoting for- 
eigners who lived with them before the 
•war, fought on the republican side and 
now share their captivity. 
The for- 


eigners should be able to speak with- 
out bias, for their services were never 
solicited and seldom appreciated; more- 
over, they suffered heavier casualties 
because they fought according to the 
European style, not seeking cover as 
the Boers did, and taking unnecessary 
risks, says the New York Evening Sun. 


"All the testimony of the foreigners," 


writes Sirs. Green, "went the same 
way. 'I do not know how I could have 
borne a camp of this kind,' one said, 'if 
it had been men of any European na- 
tion, but these Boers—they are sober, 
quiet people, there is no harm in them.' 
'1 know the Boer very well, and I have 
never known him treacherous.' 'There 
are fewer low and brutal men among 
them than in any European nation; the 
great majority in the camp were re- 
spectable, honorable men.' These were 


i the kind of things said to me. 
The 


1 Boer was not given, they said, to drink- 
j ing or gambling or swearing or cruelty; 


j good natured, easy going, like German 


peasants, anxious to make the best 
bargain possible, suspicious and diplo- 
matic, wonderfully hospitable, 'a bit 
rough, for they have gone outside civ- 


, illzation, but very good material to 


' make fine men out of.' 
A fastidious 


and critical German was greatly struck 
by their remarkable industry and all 
tbe new trades they had learned in 
camp. They do theVhole of the bak- 
ers' and butchers' work, take a hand 
at shoemaking, make excellent and 
faithful hospital orderlies, do painting

Mrs. Green questioned the Boers about 


i the charge frequently made in Eng- 


land that the war was the result of a 
conspiracy to drive the English into 
the sea and make South Africa a Dutch 
federation from Cape Town to the Lim- 
popo. 
"I admit/' said one burgher,

The Transvaal Boers 


were particularly emphatic in disclaim- 
ing such a design. The most striking 
information obtained by this English 
woman was the declaration of all the 
Boers who talked with her that the 
two races were beginning to under- 
stand, respect and like each other in 
the Transvaal until Jameson invaded 
the country 'with his rough riders, 
among whom were many British offi- 
cers and soldiers. 
"From that mo- 


ment," said a Boer merchant who had 
fought for liberty, "we mistrusted Eng- 
land. We said, 'If that is what Eng- 
land does—well, we have no choice.'" 
Said another, a young Boer who was 
very bitter, " 'The English have taught 
,us a lesson; they have shown us what 
they are." 
Asked if he ever felt this 


before, he said: "Never till the Jameson 
raid. I had many friends among them. 
But now they have taught us a lesson." 


Mrs. Green was asked what the Brit- 


ish policy was going to be after the 
war. She told the Boers that^the Brit- 
ish having annexed the country were 
determined to govern it " "Son mean 
a military governor to be sent out, 
with a large force to support him, and 
to make the Transvaal a crown colony 
for a time?' 'Yes,' I said. For a mo- 
ment they said nothing, but every man 
sat up straight from leaning forward 
to hear me, and each turned to his 
neighbor with a short, scornful sort 
of laugh and a bright, kindled face." 
There are nearly 20,000 Boer prisoners 
in camps In St, Helena, Ceylon and 
South Africa; some of them are to be 
brought to the Bermudas. Some day 
these people must be sent back to South 
Africa, after brooding for a year and 
more over the loss of their independ- 
ence, the destruction of their farms 
and their separation from wives and 
children. 
Mrs. Green urges tbe gov- 


ernment so to treat them that they will 
not carry away harsh memories of their 
captivity arid will have learned the 
meaning of equal rights under British 
rule. 
"Suppose," she says, "that an 


overseer or officer of the camp could bo 
appointed, with the idea that be should 
be not merely a temporary guardian 
of the prisoners, but that he should re- 
turn with them ultimately to their 
country. He might be an officer or 
a civilian. The important point is that 
ho should have tact nud skill as an ad- 
ministrator, sympathy with the people 
and the power and desire of gaining 
their good will. Since the term of irn- 
prisonmeut seems indefinitely length- 
ened, it becomes all the more impor- 
tant to make the camp a place of polit- 
ical education, where the Boers might 
gain nn Insight into English govern- 
ment 'which they cannot now possess 
and which It is desirable they should 
have some means ef learning.

could not such an 
officer devise a 


Relieme to plre the Boors a real object 
lesion In self government after the 
host English traditions? The conditions 
of the island would make tbe experi- 
ment perfectly safe. There are among j 
tho Boers men of probity and intelli- 
gence, whose influence'would be es- 
ercised with great advantage."

Northern, In an^interview published in 
the Philadelphia North American de 
plores the mad rush of public money 
Into stock buying. SaM be: 


"I do not like to see wild specula- 


tion on margins, and I am not blind to 
the possibilities of overexcitement on 
that account. This may be one of the 
unavoidable features incidental to pop- 
ular Discovery and appreciation of the 
grant progress making in the develop- 
ment of the natien's resources, but I 
•would like to see the masses take the 
situation In a cooler spirit and with 
aober judgment. 


"It is not well when the millers In 


Wisconsin or the balcksmiths and wag- 
on makers In Iowa or the cattle herd- 
ers In Nebraska put the money they 
have saved and the money they can 
borrow Into stock speculation on mar- 
gins. It's a business they know noth- 
ing about, and their investments can- 
not be based on an understanding of 
the properties in which they are pat- 
ting their money. I would like to see 
that feature eliminated, because I fear 
no good can come from it in the long 
run. Profits which may be taken out 
of the stock market that way are lost 
again as a rule. 


"Eliminate this one feature or re- 


duce the excitement to reasonable lim- 
its, and I see nothing whatever in the 
future to shake confidence or to mili- 
tate against absolute faith in a long 
continuance of substantial prosperity. 
The sooner people settle down to strict 
attention to their own affairs and to 
the personal conduct of their own busi- 
ness, making the best of the situation 
as it exists, the better It will be. 


"I do not regard a transcontinental 


system, one extending from ocean to 
ocean, under one management or own- 
erhsip, practicable. Conditions differ so 
radically east and west that a system 
under one ownership could not be man- 
aged to advantage. Under one own- 
ership there would be a demand for 
uniformity in rates over the entire sys- 
tem, an impossibility in practice."

TRAMP STEAMERS' CHANCE, 


Big; Trade Awaiting Development 


From America'* Inland Ports. 


In Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly 


for May appears a most interesting ar- 
ticle upon the possibilities of Chicago 
as a seaport. The author. Mr. W. D 
Hulbert, sums up his argument by re- 
marking that when all is said and done 
the facts remain that transportation by 
water is almost invariably cheaper 
than by land and that at least a por- 
tion of a cargo, say from 1,500 to 2,000 
tons, can be carried through the "Wei- 
land and St. Lawrence canals without 
breaking bulk. The latter point is of 
vital importance, especially in ship- 
ments of fragile goods which will not 
bear much handling. 
The delays in 


passing the canals will be counterbal- 
anced to some extent by the delays 
which now take place in the New York 
custom house. 


It is even, claimed that because of 


the length of time required to get mer- 
chandise through the crowded ware- 
houses of New York goods from Eu- 
rope can be delivered at the lake ports 
more promptly by way of the St. Law- 
rence than by the present routes. As 
to the comparatively small size of the 
steamers, that may prove to be in some 
cases a positive advantage, for it will 
enable them, like the Wergeland, to 
visit lesser European ports which now 
have no direct communication with 
America, cities too small to absorb the 
cargo of a larger steamship or to fur- 
nish her with a load for her return trip. 
Even if the traffic should not be as 
satisfactory as desired in. 1901 it may 
succeed the following year. Just now 
marine freight rates are very high, and 
there is a great demand for steamers, 
especially on the ocean, but this condi- 
tion of things cannot last always. 


Sooner or later a change must come, 


and the cargo no longer will be seek- 
ing a ship, but the ship a cargo, ami 
then the owners and masters of me- 
dium sized steamers will turn their at- 
tention to this fresh water route, 
stretching from Montreal 1,600 mile* 
Into the very heart of the North Amer- 
ican continent
